TO THE PARENT 


I wish to urge on the part of the parents the neces- 
sity of keeping their children in school during the ses- 
sion of thirty weeks. We have reached the point where © gr 
‘the school is a privilege, and I may say almost a lux- — 
ury, so great is the sacrifice on the part of the tax- 
payer to maintain them. A parent who keeps a child 
from school because of some little miff with the teach-— 
er, because the building is not in the best repair, or 
because the child lives not within sight of the school, 
is committing a grave crime and stealing from the 
child “‘that which makes it poor indeed.” 

Very few cases have come to my attention in this 
town this year, but there have been some, and such a 
practice should be condemned by the people. 


REPAIRS | 


The repairs for the year have been for the most part 
of a minor nature, such as cleaning, banking, etc. A 
closet was made at the White School, so that books ) 7: 
not in use could be brought to this point and cared for.

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REMARKS 


__ The schools as a whole have done satisfactory work 
and the prevailing school conditions have been just 

_ fair. There has been no epidemic, but in a number of 
the schools mumps and whooping-cough have broken 
up the attendance for short periods. 

I am satisfied that in most cases the teachers have 

done their best work. In any present school system, 
- weak places will be found, and some teachers will be 
stronger than others. 

I believe that in all cases, however, that the school 
will be much improved if the parents in their particu- 
lar district will stand firmly behind the teacher, and 

make the most out of the conditions,.whatever they 
may be. Criticism, if not destructive, is oftentimes 
good, but a word of praise will assist the young teach- 

- er more and be more conducive to a good school than 
anything else in the world. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In making my recommendations, I have. not taken 
into account any deficit of past years. I have estimat- 
ed tuition for thirty pupils at $45 per year. You will 
note that thirty-five were enrolled in high school dur- 
ing this year. |
